It is noted that the respective claim amendments (e.g., amending "depth cueing area" to instead read "depth cueing volume") would require 
further search and consideration. Thus, remarks directed toward said amendments have not been considered. 

In response to Applicant's remarks that it was agreed upon during the interview held on 7/1 7/09 that none of the references disclose that 
processing is limited to be being performed only in a depth cueing volume subset of the view volume it is noted that during said interview 
the Examiner indicated that amending the respective claim language to read on "volume" instead of "area," wherein an object is positioned 
solely within a depth cueing area, would appear (emphasis added) to overcome the prior art rejection and that said change would require 
further search and consideration.
